REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claim 4 recites a telephone terminal equipment interface circuit 
and limitations for the following: "a forward biasing circuit located on an output side of a 
diode bridge for supplying forward biased voltage to the diode bridge; and a power 
supply circuit supplying power to the forward biasing circuit; wherein the forward biasing 
circuit is connected in series in relation to the diode bridge, wherein current-voltage 
characteristics of the telephone terminal equipment interface circuit are such that both 
the current and the voltage increase in linear proportion from a starting point". 
The prior art of record does not teach these limitations. 
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New search updates revealed no other prior art which teaches the limitations in the 
context of the claims. Therefore, claims 4-5 are indicated allowable.
